Maternal  Welfare 

Notification  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia 

32  cases  were  notified  during  the  Year,  giving  a rate  of  44.08 
per  1,000  Total  (Live  and  Still)  Births. 

In  1954  two  cases  were  notified,  the  rate  of  incidence  being  2.62. 

The  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1955 
was  17.79. 


Deaths 

During  the  year,  no  death  was  reported  as  due  to  “ Pregnancy 
and  Childbirth.” 

The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1955 
was  0.64  per  1,000  Total  (Live  and  Still)  Births. 

Infant  Mortality 

During  the  year  there  were  19  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year  of  age  and  Table  V (page  12)  shows  the  various  causes. 

Of  the  19  infant  deaths,  14  occurred  in  hospital.

(a)  TUBERCULOSIS 

Fifty  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  two  tuberculous 
meningitis  and  seven  other  forms  were  notified  during  the  Year, 
as  compared  with  thirty,  two  and  eight  respectively  for  1954. 

The  death-rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  0.215  per 
1.000  population  as  compared  with  0.193  for  1954. 

The  death-rates  in  respect  of  tuberculous  meningitis  and  other 
forms  of  tuberculosis  were  0.00  and  0.00  per  1,000  population,  as 
compared  with  0.024  and  0.00  for  1954.

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SERVICE 


As  will  be  seen  from  Table  IX  (page  19),  the  Mass 
Radiography  Service  was  very  active  in  the  Area  during  the 
Year  under  review. 


Examinations  of  selected  groups  were  continued  throughout 
Che  Year,  whilst  a General  Population  Survey  was  commenced  in 
November. 
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For  this  General  Population  Survey  intensive  propaganda  was 
undertaken  both  by  the  Health  Department  of  Barry  Corporation 
and  Staff  of  the  Radiography  Service.  The  results  to  the  end  of 
the  Year  are  shown  in  the  Table  but,  as  the  Survey  continued 
well  into  1956,  the  complete  report  is  not  yet  available. 


Combined  with  the  General  Population  Survey  the  Glamorgan 
County  Council,  through  its  S.E.  Divisional  Medical  Officer  (Dr. 
D.  Trevor  Thomas),  undertook  a thorough  survey  of  the  senior 
school  children  in  the  Area. 


At  the  same  time  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  carried  out  a 
tuberculin  survey  in  order  to  — 


(a)  establish  the  level  of  tuberculin  sensitivity  in  children  of 
infant  school  age  (i.e.,  age  groups  4,  5,  6 and  7), 

(b)  attempt  to  use  the  tuberculin-positive  children  as 
indicators  to  human  sources  of  infection  among  their 
contacts. 

1,404  children  were  so  tested  and,  of  these,  3.4%  (48)  were 
found  to  be  tuberculin-positive. 

The  homes  of  all  children  found  to  be  tuberculin-positive  were 
visited  by  Dr.  Trevor  Thomas  or  myself  and  household  contacts  and 
relatives  were  urged  to  present  themselves  for  x-ray  in  an  attempt 
to  trace  the  source  of  infection.  The  probable  source  of  infection 
was,  at  the  time,  ascertained  in  two-thirds  of  the  tuberculin-positive 
children. 

However,  as  previously  mentioned,  the  Survey  was  not 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  Year,  and  further  reports  will  be 
submitted  at  a later  date.

During  the  Year,  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  commenced 
B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  mantoux-negative  children  in  the  13-14  year 
age  group,  and  222  were  so  vaccinated. 

In  addition,  15  newborn  children  from  the  Barry  Area  received 
B.C.G.  Vaccination  at  St.  David’s  Hospital  prior  to  removal  home, 
as  there  were  known  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  their  households. 

Six  other  young  children  were  vaccinated  at  “ Preswylfa,” 
Cardiff,  for  the  same  reason. 

(b)  OTHER  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 

945  cases  were  notified  during  the  Year,  compared  with  255 
in  1954.

DIPHTHERIA 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  Year.  The  last  case  notified 
in  the  Area  was  in  February,  1947,  and  no  death  has  occurred 
for  the  last  thirteen  years. 
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The  fact  that  no  cases  have  occurred  gives  no  ground  for 
complacency  and  the  County  Medical  Officers  continue  their 
intensive  ellorts  to  promote  active  immunisation  to  prevent 
recurrence  of  this  most  serious  disease. 

The  following  details  of  Immunisation  during  the  Year  have 
been  kindly  supplied  by  the  S.E.  Divisional  Health  Office  of  the 
Cilamorgan  County  Council:  —

MALARIA 

The  case  of  malaria  occurred  in  a sea-going  officer  who 
contracted  a severe  form  of  the  disease  in  West  Africa.  The  patient 
died  in  hospital. 

MEASLES 

During  the  Year,  measles  showed  its  two-year  periodicity  and 
occurred  in  fairly  severe  form.  Two  young  children  died  as  a 
result  of  this  outbreak. 

POLIOMYELITIS 

As  will  be  seen  in  Table  X (page  20),  Barry  was  again 
fortunate  in  that  only  three  cases  occurred,  two  of  which  were 
non-paralytic  and  made  complete  recovery.  In  the  other  case,  the 
shoulder  muscles  were  affected  but  this  patient  is  progressing 
satisfactorily. 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA 

Puerperal  Pyrexia  is  defined  in  the  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
Regulations,  1951,  as  “ any  febrile  condition  occurring  in  a woman 
in  whom  a temperature  of  100.4°  Eahrenheit  or  more  has  occurred 
within  fourteen  days  after  childbirth  or  miscarriage.” 

32  cases  were  reported  during  the  Year.  These  were  of  mixed 
aetiology  and  showed  no  evidence  of  cross- infection.  All  were 
mild  and  rapidly  cleared  in  a few  days.

All  vaccinations  in  the  Area  are  undertaken  by  the  General 
Practitioners  for  the  Glamorgan  County  Council. 

During  the  period  under  review,  292  vaccination  notifications, 
in  respect  of  Barry,  were  received  by  the  S.E.  Divisional  Health 
Office,  Glamorgan  County  Council,  as  compared  with  416  in  the 
previous  year. 

The  Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations,  1953 

During  the  Year,  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  action 
under  these  Regulations. 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  action  under  these  Regulations, 
relating  to  tuberculous  employees  in  the  milk  trade. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936  (Section  172) 

No  action  was  taken  under  this  Section,  which  empowers  the 
Council  to  apply  for  an  Order  for  the  removal  to  hospital  c- 
infectious  persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

Action  was  considered  in  relation  to  two  patients  but,  after 
great  persuasion,  both  agreed  to  accept  hospital  treatment. 

Laboratory  Service 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  (directed  by  the  Medical  Research 
Council  for  the  Ministry  of  Health),  The  Parade,  Cardiff. 

Disinfection 

During  the  Year,  61  houses  were  disinfected,  also  a large 
quantity  of  bedding  and  clothing  at  the  Steam  Disinfector. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948  (Section  47) 

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951 

(Removal  of  Persons  in  Need  of  Care  and  Attention) 

During  the  Year  it  was  found  necessary  to  take  formal  action 
in  one  instance  and,  together  with  the  general  practitioner 
concerned,  I certified  to  a Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  that  the 
person  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated  was  living 
in  insanitary  conditions  and  was  unable  to  devote  to  herself  and 
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was  not  receiving  from  other  persons  proper  care  and  attention, 
it  was,  in  the  interests  of  the  person,  necessary  to  remove  her  from 
the  premises  in  which  she  was  residing. 

The  application  was  granted  and  she  was  committed  to  a 
Glamorgan  County  Council  Home  for  a period  of  three  weeks. 
Later  she  was  transferred  to  a hospital  where  she  died. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  50  (Burial  of  the  Dead) 

During  the  Year,  the  Department  was  called  upon,  in  two 
instances,  to  take  action  under  this  Section. 

In  both  cases,  the  costs  involved  were  recovered. 


Deprived  Children

At  the  end  of  the  Year,  18  children  (5  boys  and  13  girls)  from 
the  Barry  Area  remained  in  care. 

10  children  are  provided  with  foster  homes  in  the  Area,  whilst 
3 Barry  children  are  away  in  Approved  Schools.  In  addition, 
four  families  in  the  Area  are  supervised  by  the  Children’s  Officer 
under  Home  Office  Circular  157/50 — “Children  neglected  or  ill- 
treated  in  own  home.” 
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Old  People’s  Welfare 

During  the  Year,  11  men  and  7 women  from  the  Barry  Area 
were  admitted  to  Hostels  under  the  control  of  the  Welfare  Services 
Department  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council.  The  Director  of 
Welfare  Services  (Mr.  J.  Howard  Bargh)  has  also  indicated  that, 
in  all.  some  37  ex-Barrv  residents  are  so  accommodated. 

The  ready  co-operation  at  all  times  of  the  Director  of  Welfare 
Services  is  gratefully  acknowledged  and  the  close  liaison  between 
the  staff  of  the  S.E.  Glamorgan  Area  (Area  Clerk — Mr.  R.  H. 
Radclilfe)  and  this  Office  has  frequently  made  possible  the  early 
and  successful  investigation  of  obscure  and  difficult  cases. 

The  work  of  the  local  voluntary  Committee  for  the  Welfare  of 
Old  People  continued  during  the  Year,  regular  visits  being  made 
to  some  40-50  housebound  old  people.  During  Old  People’s  Week, 
the  Mayor  of  Barry  visited  and  distributed  gifts  to  over  a hundred 
house-bound  old  people,  to  the  residents  of  the  “ Gwalia  ” Hostel, 
the  patients  at  the  Neale-Kent  Hospital  and  to  the  elderly  patients 
then  at  the  Accident  and  Surgical  Hospital. 

Chiropody  Service 

An  innovation  during  the  Year  was  the  commencement  of  a 
Chiropody  Service  provided  by  the  Barry  Nursing  and  Samaritan 
Association  (member  of  the  Old  People’s  Voluntary  Committee). 

Three  sessions  a week  are  held  and  the  Service  is  available  to 
residents  of  the  Borough  aged  sixty  and  over  who  are  of  insufficient 
means  to  afford  the  full  fee  of  a private  practitioner  and  who  are 
not  eligible  for  treatment  under  the  National  Health  Service. 

The  Service  commenced  in  August,  1955,  and  up  to  the  end 
of  the  Year,  315  treatments  had  been  provided. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 

Water 

The  whole  of  the  area  of  the  Corporation  is  supplied  with 
water  from  Taf  Fechan.  Details  of  distribution  services  were 
given  in  the  1951  Report. 

Apart  from  some  30-40  premises  which  share  communal  taps, 
all  dwellings  are  supplied  direct  to  the  houses  with  water  from 
public  mains.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

There  are  two  main  sea  outfall  systems  of  sewage  disposal 
in  the  area,  one  situated  at  the  Knap  in  the  western  end,  and 
the  other  at  Bendrick  Rocks  in  the  eastern  end  of  the  town. 

As  mentioned  in  the  1954  Report,  the  latter  area  Of  the 
Borough  is  rapidly  developing  and,  during  the  Year,  a scheme  of 
drainage  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government. 

Three  small  disposal  works  operate  in  the  west  end  of  the 
District,  one  serving  35  dwellings  and  the  other  two  dealing  with 
about  250  dwellings  each.  The  load  on  the  two  latter  disposal 
works  has  recently  increased  and,  during  Che  Year,  the  Council 
formulated  a scheme  for  their  enlargement. 

Apart  from  a few  farmsteads  and  outlying  houses,  all  other 
premises  are  connected  with  the  public  sewer.

Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  15  seamen’s  lodging  houses  in  the  district,  registered 
to  accommodate  120  seamen.  The  houses  are  well  kept  and 
regulated,  and  are  subject  to  constant  supervision. 
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Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds 

There  are  a limited  number  of  temporary  structures  in  the 
District  which  have  been  in  existence  for  a number  of  years  more 
than  was  originally  intended  and  most  are  showing  signs  of 
deterioration.  The  more  necessitous  cases  are  re-housed  by  the 
Corporation  under  a separate  allocation  and  four  families  have 
been  so  re-housed  during  the  Year.  Two  of  the  vacated  structures 
have  already  been  demolished  and  an  undretaking  accepted  in 
respect  of  another  whereby  the  owners  have  signified  their  intention 
to  use  the  building  only  as  a store. 

Housing 

During  the  Year,  3,407  inspections  were  made  in  respect  of 
sanitary  defects. 

683  informal  notices  were  served  and  579  complied  with. 

Formal  action  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  was  taken  in  47 
cases,  25  houses  being  repaired  as  a result  of  this  type  of  action 
(18  by  owners  and  7 by  the  Corporation  in  default). 

Four  properties  (including  two  temporary  structures)  were 
demolished  during  the  Year  and  three  Closing  Orders  were  made. 

As  indicated  in  the  foregoing  paragraphs,  constant  efforts  were 
made  to  enforce  reasonable  housing  repairs  but,  in  spite  of  this, 
it  was  not  found  possible  to  reduce  the  total  of  outstanding  notices. 

During  the  Year,  58  applications  were  made  for  certificates 
of  disrepair  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents 
Act,  1954,  and  all  but  two  were  granted.  10  certificates  were 
revoked  in  the  period  under  review. 

Legal  proceedings  were  undertaken  twice  during  the  Year.  A 
property  owner  failed  to  supply  information  as  required  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  168,  Housing  Act,  1936,  and  he  was  fined 
£1  in  each  instance.

The  Corporation  pursues  the  policy  of  allowing  not  only 
exchanges  among  their  own  tenants  but  also  with  those  of  other 
local  authorities  and  with  tenants  of  private  houses  in  the  Barry 
Area.  Every  effort  is  made  to  encourage  small  families  to  transfer 
from  large  houses  and  so  ensure  maximum  use  being  made  of  the 
accommodation  available. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1955,  1,857  applicants  in  all  categories  had 
been  re-housed  since  the  War. 
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House  Letting  Scheme 

The  Scheme  generally  is  administered  by  the  Borough 
Treasurer  but  certain  aspects  of  it  affect  the  Department  and 
these  are  discussed  in  the  following  paragraphs. 

General  List 

All  applications  for  admission  to  this  List  are  considered  for 
the  award  of  points  on  the  grounds  of  “ Insanitary  Conditions  and 
Absence  ot  Normal  Health  Requ'rements.”  During  the  Year,  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  made  238  inspections  for  this  purpose 
and  details  of  sanitary  marks  resulting  were  forwarded  to  the 
Borough  Treasurer’s  Department. 

Special  Health  List 

As  far  as  the  General  List  is  concerned,  no  points  are 
awarded  on  the  grounds  of  ill-health.  However,  anyone  who  has 
made  application  for  a Council  house  can  submit  a medical 
certificate  in  support  thereof.  These  are  cons'dered  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and,  where  deemed  necessary,  recommendations 
for  re-housing  on  medical  grounds  are  submitted  to  the 
Corporation.  Lettings  from  the  Special  Health  List  are  on  a 
proportionate  basis  with  other  Lists  and,  during  the  Year,  19  cases 
were  so  dealt  with. 

The  Special  Health  List  has  made  it  possible  to  deal  fairly 
comprehensively  with  conditions  which  through  overcrowding 
might  cause  danger  to  public  health.  Some  relief  has  also  been 
afforded  to  applicants  whose  severe  physical  disabilities  have  made 
essential  the  provision  of  ground  floor  accommodation. 

From  the  Scheme’s  inception  to  the  end  of  the  Year,  in  all, 
148  applicants  had  been  re-housed  on  this  List,  the  medical 
conditions  involved  being  as  follows:  —

During  the  Year,  102  drains  were  tested  upon  complaint  or 
after  repairs  had  been  carried  out.  It  has  been  pointed  out  in 
previous  reports  that  all  drains  are  subject  to  inspection  before 
being  closed  in. 

Rodent  Control 

Rodent  Control  has  been  exercised  in  this  area  since  the  Rats 
and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919,  and  the  Corporation  have  had 
a rodent  operator  in  their  service  since  the  Act  came  into 
operation.  Complaints  received  are  immediately  investigated  and 
the  methods  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  are  followed.  During  the  year,  224  premises  were  treated, 
viz.,  163  private  dwelling  houses,  49  business  premises,  and  12  Local 
Authority  properties.  Follow-up  visits  were  made  in  every 
instance. 

A maintenance  treatment  for  rats  in  sewers  is  carried  out  twice 
yearly  by  the  Borough  Engineer’s  Department.  Types  of  poison 
and  of  bait  are  varied  in  accordance  with  Ministry  recommendation 
for  each  treatment. 

Recent  results  show  that  of  1,800  manholes  which  are  baited 
at  each  treatment,  there  were  191  part-takes  of  bait,  while  in  86 
cases  the  take  was  complete. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  semi-weekly  removal  of  house  refuse  and  the  daily  removal 
of  trade  refuse  is  carried  out  by  means  of  mechanical  transport. 
Salvage  work  has  been  maintained  in  conjunction  with  public 
clleansing'. 

The  Corporation  maintains  a Refuse  Destructor  and  also 
undertakes  controlled  tipping  at  a dis-used  claypit  in  Cadoxton 
which  has  substantial  capacity  for  further  tipping.

Milk  Supply 

The  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk,  Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream)  Act. 
1950 — Specification  of  Areas 

Barry  became  part  of  a specified  area  under  the  The  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  Order,  1954. 

During  the  Year,  70  samples  of  milk  were  bacteriologically 
tested  for  keeping  qualities  and  all  proved  satisfactory. 

In  addition,  14  samples  were  referred  for  examination  for 
tubercle  bacilli  and  negative  results  obtained  in  each  case. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk) 
Regulations,  1949-1953,  and  The  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
(Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  1949  and  1950 

Licences  were  issued  under  the  above  Regulations  to  dealers 
selling  “ Pasteurised,”  “ Sterilised  ” and  “ Tuberculin  Tested  ” 
Milks. 

There  are  no  pasteurising  or  sterilising  plants  within  the 
Borough.

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  premises  covered 
by  the  Regulations  and,  generally  speaking,  these  were  found  to 
be  kept  in  satisfactory  condition. 


Ice-Cream 

Strict  supervision  of  all  premises  manufacturing  and  retailing 
ice-cream  was  exercised  throughout  the  Year,  and  15  samples 

were  taken.  Follow-up  samples  were  taken  in  every  case  where 
unsatisfactory  results  were  originally  obtained. 

The  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test 
which  appears  to  afford  the  best  available  means  for  the  routine 
grading  of  ice-cream.
